Christmas conies into the recesses of all 
hearts, bringing its song of faith, what a marvelous 
thing it is for each of us that there should be such 


a wonderful day by which we measure and date —

A nation's real home is its inner spirit. We 
hear of the war on poverty. But spiritual poverty 
is certainly America's No. 1 enemy. A country is the 
sum of its people.

So must we — for 
spiritual improvement. The hour is late and the 
threat is great. 
There are many dangers as discipline is eroded 
in our religious teachings and as the concept of 
divinity ceases to become what the Spanish call a 
cosa sagrada, a sacred thing. 
We not only cannot “ live on bread alone” we 
cannot even be truly progressive, regardless of our 
economic level, unless we have within ourselves a 
green pasture on which our souls can feed. 
Many of our most dangerous problems — in our 
cities, in the family, in politics, in education and 
most certainly in our definitions of welfare — arise 
from the* false assumption that the material environ­ 
ment outside the American people has the» power 
to create happiness. Nothing outside can do this if 
no spiritual reservoir is constructed and sustained 
inside. 
When nations or individuals fix too exclusively 
on outside things they tip over and go down. And 
(he Golden Buie — “Do unto others as you would 
have others do unto you” — goes down with them. 
No nation In history has ever been saved by its 
gross national product. And until a man has studied 
the character of our Savior and the effect of His 
teachings, no other study and no other wisdom is 
worthwhile. 
One object of the Bible, of course, is to teaeh 
us to live better as children of God — a little 
lower than the angels, but faithful, confident, un­ 
afraid. 
We are the children our Savior never had. 
As our hopes reach out on ( hristmas to all 
points of the earth — and beyond, into space — we 
need His teachings. He who founded all progressive 
thought, beyond any other conceivable need in our 
great and troubled country. 
A merry, merry Christmas, one and all.

It was a radical theory. It had 
aroused controversy and confu­ 
sion, even among the apostles. 
Such liberalizing tolerance could 
compromise morals. It meant 
opening the faith to all sorts of 
customs, cultures and practices 
outside Judaism. 
It would be a big risk —for a 
big world. Whether or not to 
tak e it depended on that council 
over which Jam es presided. 
Although Scripture refers to 
him as Jesus’ “ adelphos,” his 
brother, the term can mean cou­ 
sin or near k insman, as some 
interpreters consider Jam es, but 
in any case, a closely related 
member of the same family.

Twelfth Night 
Bonfire Disposes 
Of Yule Trees 
! 


PALO ALTO, Calif 
(API — 
About a decade ago Palo Alto 
Boy Scouts got the idea of spon­ 
soring a bonfire to rid their 
community of discarded Christ­ 
mas trees. 


That bonfire now consists of 
10,000 or more old Christmas 
trees annually . 
The 
ev ent 
gets 
under 
way j 
around Twelfth Night. Jan. 6 . at 
the end of the Christmas season. 
About 1,5 00 Roy , Cub and Ex ­ 
plorer Scouts scurry about Palo 
Alto to collect old trees set on 
the curbs by the city ’s 7 0.000 
residents. 


The trees are hauled away by 
truck and dumped on the mud- 
flat at the outskirts of Palo Alto 
on San Francisco Bay . 
Twelv e 
Boy 
Scouts set 
the 
huge pile ablaze with 12 torches 
—each flaming torch sy mboliz­ 
ing one of the 12 scouting laws. 
Pastor T. E. Johnstone of the 
First Lutheran Church of Palo 
Alto traditionally reads 
scrip­ 
ture appropriate to the season. 
His v oice is carried by loud­ 
speaker to a crowd usually num­ 
bering about t.dtld persons. They 
stand 15 0 y ards from the bonfire 
and are protected by a channel 
of water. 
“ The bonfire is well appreci­ 
ated by the fne departments,” 
say s Richard Mulliner, district j 
scout ex ecutiv e. “ Probably this 
sav es sev eral fires ev ery y ear 
by persons try ing to burn their 
trees in their own fireplaces.”
